For the society's most resjpectful eyes, that section 
of the people seems to think that "all is ’uell in the world", it 
seems to be least ijotjiered with the problem of tJiese young and 
hoaeless crdldren., who thee recourse to various crimes ciftepn merely 
to drive so-ae satisfaction of the ego* 

The 'delinciuency' is an impulsive reaction made in order 


to find direct or indirect satisfaction for instinctive urges. The 
young offender does not find in iiis 'lome and neighbourhood enough 
love or attention or admirati'i'n to satisfy lis needs, nor does he 
find many suitable outlets for his drives toword activity or play. 


itis social urges find their readiest expression in the gangs that 
already exists.

Delin-iuency p-lves him, tnerefore, ills 'uost satisfactory defease 
apainst a world bliat. frig rtens and an.'ioyn iilu wltaout giving him 
any t^deouate o.vriponsutory ple.p,su,re. 

It is the opinion of the writers that er.iQtiQnal insecurity, 
ei’.otionsl retardatio.’.i, eir.oti '.lal distortion and social, inadequacies 
are, 0,1 utraosb iniporbaace in tlie uiahing of a criTn.inal, but that social 
deprivations, ijad ei:c!.''iple 3 , ciiLbui'ctl- conf-Lict, and an insuffici.ent 
numbei’ of normal outlets .for flur'.anental drives also play a vital 
part. 

For these 7young oi'i'‘e.iiciers, soiii©i,.i:ind of instituti rnal 
care is e:qpected to do the needful. If society refuses to have 
them as they are, t.'ie "Childrens homes" are there to receive them. 
l^'But neither are till these behaviour deviantrh f^iven instltutlonec*

One ca;i:iot be blind to the fact the prograiarae of casing 
for and educating and rehabilitating such socially and psychologiccdly 
handicapped children is? to-day) on of society's oiggest problems. 

"One feels surprised ooien one moots with the 'curiously 
detacned vlexj' that is taken in India of all n’lctters relating to 
cx'iae and punishment, ' observes CiL'ryer in iiis forvai-d to Sen's 


book. 

If the individual iias to be held responsible as the 
deterjnining cause of his actions, society must not be !ield no 
leas responsible as the causa causans. 

According to Jersild^ delinquents are often exploited 
by adults. ExpMtation vfhich is -lOst obvious, and wliich arouses 
the greatest public indignation, occiurs when vicious adults use 
teen - agers for criminal purposes, such as prostitution and 
other forras of traffic in sex, for the sale of dope, or as accomplices 
in burglary, pick-pocketing, shop-lifting and other forms of theft. 

Tile exploiters may euen be respectable laembers of society who v&se 
delinquents to satisfy "Psychich Meeds,” 

Delinquent acts inflicit innuraberable hardship upon 
those against who they are directed - anger, feai', grief, .loss Of 
property, and loss of life. When a person meets such hardship 
directly he feels outraged, angery and unsafe.

Tills all leadr; to an im-iecliate noed ofthe cure of delin¬ 
quency, dub tapugh ids acts the young offender usually ijuposes a pro- 
blen or liazdsiiip If the delinquent is caught in the act 

it creates problems for hiu. If ne is pimicned, nis problem - such 
as a desire to iriflicit harm on others - is lihely to becaw^ie more 
acute. 

Delinquency is eztreinely hard to ^'curs^S because delinquent’s 
.]ode of life is to idm extremely satisfactory. It proviaes wuat he 
wanbs with the least possible delay^ it brings hini prestige aaong 
his fellows, it satisfies his urges^ it permits him to punish those 
vmo iiave neglected and rejected him, and it ”::iatclies” his personality* 

Since cures are haird to bring about one lias to rely upon 
prevention* For this it is necessaiy that we should be able to 
identify them and also to know that in what respect,^ they differ 
from the non-delinquents of th.eir age. Wriat are tlieir special 
problems and in whivch areas of adjustment they feel nore problems 
as contrasted with the non-delinguents. Keeping this need in mind 
the present study has been tai^en, up. 
statement of the Frobleim - 

It la against this background taat the present study of the 
problems of institutionaH-ized and non-institutionaliaed boys has been 
undertaken. The present study is a comparative study of "Problems of 
Institutionalized and Non-institutionalized Boys as measured by SRA 
Youth Inventory." 

Here it will be useful to define the terms 'Institutionalized 
and ’non-institutionalized’ Boys., By'institutionalized' boys, the 
author means those boys i^rho have been acted upon officially by court 




autiiorities or Police Officers aiid have been led to the caildrea^s 

dome for parjoses of detention, correction and rehabilitation. 

In these ’homes* tiler’s are 3 categories of the children!- 

(1) JuveiiilOG woo commitood offeaces that are iuaiely in 
violation of the lav. 

(2) tjiose who ha/a behaviour problems or f orms of Conduct 

or i'inds of surroundings taat arc cour-ridered requiring official acti::n. 
Habitual truancy from School, running away from Home, incorrigibility, 

uti 

addiction bo soiokirig and dnxr'Sj leadinjj; an idle and dissolute life 
(v%'reiicy), bejjging and receiving aZ^is - often receive afficial action. 

(3) Dependent, neglected, destitute and those requiring 
custodial care or protection, may be taicen care of juvenile authorities. 

3 y ’Hon - delinfjuent* boys the author means oui’ scliool going 
noraal children, which are not clear cut cases of delinquency, lime 
institutionalized boys, 

DelimitationsJ- 

The present study has some of its limitations, which are 

fellowing 

The first limitation of the study ia the small sample. In 
the limited tine available to the author it could nob be possible to 
have a larger sample for the study which would have, no doubt significant!; 
heightened both the reliability and validity of his findings. 

Secondly, the study was confined to the boys only, 

Tnirily, only boys between the age group iS+to 16 + were taicen 
for the present study, 

FourttiLy, maJiy other factors which may be responsible for the 
problems e.g, socio-economic status, education, etc. 




Etc. Here not controlled. 


FlftliLy, the half of the group of institutiona-liaed boyn vjas 
also an uneducated aMe. So nothing can be c'/id about the reliability 
of their responses tnough the investigator tried his best to make 
each item and instructions clear to taem.

Malikj: J.C. (20) in ids study of the problems of adolescent 
i-oys has concluded a list of 35 problems ra iked high by the students, 
teachers and the parents. They mostly belong to the personal adjustment 
ofthe student, lie /las also drawn a list of 12 problems irhich i,rere least 
narked. 

ilanda Aaant (28) in aer 'investigati'vi into problems as 
adolescents see them' made use of a que.s'tionnaire with 5 point scale 
of - 'of no Importance at all', 'of little but negligible inporbance' 

'of some imporbance', 'a considerable difficulty', 'a grave problem'. 

The questionnaire was administored to 200 students of class 8th & 9th, 

She found that the sex curiosity was the major concern of the 
adolescents. Withdrawing and nervousness behavcur vras very serious due 
to difficulties of adjustment to the environment. 'Too much home work,;’. ,' 
'Getting low position in class, ' 'finding studies too easy,* 'findin-g 
studies too difficult,' are few of very important difficulties., 
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Drq S.S.Kulkarni (17) ka!3 elso r;;i,n’:od th.-j proble-n areas and the 
Moro frequent problems on the basis of his study based on SIIA Youth 
Inventory. 

Some studies were also made at illlahabad University about 
the juvenile delinquency etc. Yisra D.S. (23) has studied the deliri- 
quency among juveniLle adolescents. Krishna G. (16) has studiedL the 
uieredlty and environment in juvenile dtsliiiiiuents. Smt, C.P.Arora 
made an investigation into the behLavlour.xL problems of chilriron in 
sc'noolsj Furiioo 11,13^(31) studied the frequency of behaviour diffi¬ 
culties in boys ( 13+ and 14 + ) . P,3. .'fegar (25) nndo a Psyclnlogical 

study of juvenile truancy at 15+ bojys. 

A recent survey (l’]} conducted in Luctnoif and Kanpur inicated 
that the second most co^imen jujsenile offence was vagrancy. 

Banerjeo G.R. (2) has concentrated on so:: ~ delinquency of 
women, and Haikerwa.1 has touched on economic and social aspects of crime. 

, Dr. Kulkarni (17) has also ranked the problera areas and the 
more frequent and les.s frequent proble'ns of Ilarathi students on the 
basis of SkA Youth Inventory. 

Studies done in ForeI gn C ountriest 

Gluock and Glueck (10) has done an excellent study which 
which gives a detailed coraparision of 500 delinquent and 500 non-d'-alin- 
quent boys who were carefully paired for age, revsidence in the dame 
area of the same city, intelligence, and racial origin. The delingquents 
were first selected, and then public school boys who matched the delin+; 
quents were located. The 500 boys of the control group has no record of 
delinquency. The 500 delinquents., were all chronic offenders.

many other characterics of delinnuents in diffex'ent anreas which are not 
possible here to raention in toto* Some studios by Beke'-godg C*l,(3) EGclef: 
ii * i\ * f CO J«Ja .Frbak .and B.. Al-lsn (.14) and Leliaian and Uxt-ty (l9) showed 


that one outstanding cho-racteristia of doliniuents is tlielr educational 
retardation, uliicli i,s u-sually more than can be explained by their slight 
intellectual inferiority. They .general.ly average about a year’s retarda¬ 
tion rneatall;/’, but neai.’ly 3 years educatioiiElly. In one study, the 
educational retardation of 152 delinqur'nt bo 3 rs ranged fron 2.8 to 5,5 years 
their average chroiologicril age iras il.S yeaus and their average mental 
age was nearly 13 years, bi;.t tiiej showed an average educational age of onlj 
11,5 years. 

IIuhlLlenia i * s (IS) study of the personal and social adjustment of 
delinquents as corp.jgared w.ith norniol adolescents from upper, niddle-, and 
lov/er-class homes shovrs them to be ma.ladjusted in general, largely because 
of their hostile and anti-social aiotivations, but in tlieir basic social 
sxii.ls they were not oonspicuously inferior. The capacity is there, but .. 
its forms of expression show distorted patterns. 

The study by Birkness and Johnson .1.8, (4) reports the foil owing 
facts about rnenbers of a delinquent groupi- they are unhappy and emotion-* 
ally disturbed (91 %), irresponsible (3S/J), without purpose (40^),

He fo’,ind that items ranked as of greatest iinporta.nce as problems 
are ’money?, ’liealta’, and "personal attraction"* 

Iteras ranked as of least importance are ’so:-: adjustment', 
'Daily SohedifLe' and civic interest, attitude and responsibilities.' 
Ross L. Mooney conducted a study on 603 pupils 


and found that in the aroo. of financial problems over 90^ expressed 
tiieir problems, 233 students wanted to earn same money. 87% stu¬ 


dents indicated problems in adjustment to school vrork. 

These all studies give an insight into the problems 
of adoleseents and delinquents. These show that adolescent 
delinquents have more financial and personal probleias.

A. The Samples 

As the t'reaent study is a comparative study of the problems 
of institutionalised and non-institutionslized boys^ so tuo groups were 
taken!- 

(1) Institutionalized boys. 

(?-) ilon-institutionalized boys. 

The following decisions were to'be made wiide selecting 
the sample:- 

, (l) Decision regordj.ng the size of the sample. 

( 2 ) Decision regarding the age-group,

1 ’ Decision rega rd ing the size of the sa'a nle;- 

Iii the limited time available to the jiuthor it could not 
be possible to nave a- large sample. A sample of 100 boys was taken 
for the present study, 50 for group I i.e. insbitutionalized boys 
and 50 for group II i.e. non-institutionalized boys. With a larger 
sample the work could not have been corapleted in time, and with a 
smaller sample i.e. fsdling below 100 the reliability of the,results 
would have been adversely affected. 

2. Decision reeardiag the aKS-group t- 

It was decided by the author to conduct the study on ,? 

adolescent boys on]-y, and also to control the age-factor Paly boys ' 
between the age-group 13+. to 16+ vrere selected in both the groups. 
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3. Decision re;:t.'.rdinC': the s e :;t- 

It was decided io confine the study to boys only, fix'st, to 
control the sei: factor in the study ojxd secondly due to the dilTioulty 
in interviewing the girls etc, 

4» Decisi on reKai-dinfi: th e institutionss- 

Institutlontiliaed boys liave been selected iron the 
observation Iio;xe For ioys, Deliii Gate, Devr Delhi, as it is the only 
institution of this tyi-ie in which boys of the above mentioned age-gi-oup 
are avallajle. For non,-institution,3lized boys Govt, Boys ilighei- 
Secondary School, I-Iodel Town, \>fas s'dlected. This school vras selected 
only due to the convenience to the author. 

Selection of t .’Ols and techniquess- 

For the present study the following tools and techniques 

vjere used:- 

1) SPlA. youth Inventory (Hindi translation) 

2) Case Histories, 

3) Interview. 

G. Description of tools and teolihiques ;- 
1. S h A Youth Inventory i- 

SPdl youth inventory is a problem check-list consisting 
of 284 problems designed to iielp counselLers and school cdrainistrators 
in identifying quicldy the problems of young people. This is considered 
to be one of the best and raost reliable problem check-lists ins' the fi^ld .' 
Dr. S.S.iM.k::rni, Psycaoiietrician, Deptt. of Psychological Foundations ; 
National Council of Educational Reseai'ch And Training, Delhi,, has adapted 
it for Indian pupils in Haratixi language. For the .present study the 
author has translated it into Hindi,

expresses a problem to hin. Alongside each problem there are 3 
brackets and a circle. The braclzets regressively diminish in siae 
to signify graphically the intersity of the problem as it applied 
to each individual. A s.aall circle beside each item is to be marked 
if the item does not apply. 

In the end of the inventory students are also instructed to 
encircle three problems from the above problems which, t:iey think, 
should be solved first. 

A blank page was also proviaed in the end of the inventory 
to write r/hatever they want to write about their problems or about ; 
tiie inventory in general.

In the scoring of the inventory the intensity dimension 
nas been wept into account by counting 3 points for c'leching the 
large brac^Jet, two points .for the ;.iidd].e-slaed bracket, one point for 
the small bracket, and aoro for the circle. Taliana (29) found that 
"the use of the intensity dinensiim as contrasted to frequency of 
response lends groater discriminatory power to the instrument," 

2. Gase-ITiatories«- 

As it vras one of the purposes of the present study to see 
the relationship between the offences committed by the institutionalized, 
boys and the more problem-areas on the inventory, so case-histories 
for all the institutionalized boys vrere collected from the: observation , 
dome for Boys and an analysis of them was made keeping in mind the

One can not be blind to the fact the proj^^'ra’^'i^ne of earning for 
and edncatiiig and rehabilitating the socially and psycliologicollly 
handlcaii'pcd children is? to day, one of society's big:;;est problems. 
Everyidiere in the .ctreot;3, and in the parks, on the river 'baMcs and 
in the market places, near te:nples and cinemas these roying creature 
seem to eke out their bare existence ■“ clinging to lifo, not knowing 
vnie..'B from they have come and whither they are boimd.

Considering the vastness of the country and the extent ofthe 
problem, studies have been carried out in this field and on related 
problems, a/e very few. 

The present study is an attempt to corapare the problems of 
institutionalized and non-institutionalized boys. Tnese institutionalize 
boys are tiiose who have been acted upon officially by court, authorities 
or police officers and have been committed to the children's Home for 
purposes of detention, correction and reiiabilitation. The non-institu¬ 
tionalized boys are our noriisl school going children. 

For this study a sample of 100 boys - 50 institutionalized and 
50 non-institutionalised - was taken. Only adolescent boys between the',, 
age-group 13+ to l6+ were taken. Among the 50 institutionalized boys,

For crnor.ring the two Kroups for different ni-oblen areas, the 
means and variances wei-e cfilcnlateci for the differerxb areas and a tost 
of significance was applied. 

To blow aoout the offences coiomittcd by the institutionalized boys 
their case-'iistories were collected and an interview for each boy was condu¬ 
cted. A comparison was made of tnose types of offences and the more 
problem arenas for each institationod.ised boy. For b.nowing the .more 
problem area'percentages of the problems checked in eaoh area by tlie 
each i.ndividuol of the institiiti'^nslized group were calcrj-ated. 

Problem ares.s of noth the groups were elso ranked, S.ince there 
was an iineiju?! number of items in each area. They wore ranked on the 
basis of pr'^oortions, Spearman's rho v;as g. 1 so calculated between the 
two ranks which was found .155, To compare the ranlbng of non-institii- 
tionalised boys of Del.ii with Marathi students ranking a rho was also 
calc^dated between these two ranks and the rho was »754, The rho between 

the ranking of our non-institutionnlised ooys and that of ilmerican students

no CO,lesion in family^ no self-respect, boy rejects by parents, 
iaadequato supei’visi''n, mother's discipline lax, father's discipline harsh 
or errotic, boy hostile to father, mother or siblings, bo;/ thinks parents 
indifferent to his welfare, fathez’ unsuitable as model. 

These all characteristics have also found in the present study 
on the basis of cuse- ilstories and interview data. Most of the institu- 
tionaLiaed boys vrere having these characteristics in their homes. The 
problem ares, 'done and Fomily' was the most problem area of these boys

In the area of * health^ also they izcre having juore problems. As 
they were homelens, destitutes (in neeh of food, Glotriiii£; and. lodging, 
and thoxTefore luchirp’; security) so they were not geotiag good food otc. 

In observation home also some of them pointed out during the interview - 


about the rough quality of food they wore getting there. 

In the other problem areas they were havi.ng more or less vsimilar 
problems as tho non-iantitutionnli^Gd boys of their age-group were havings, 
Due to tho shortage of item the investigator could not do an item analysis 
to Icnovj what are thevaost frequent problems for these iustitutionaliaed 


boys and what are for non-inntittitionalized boys. 

Tho ranking o f the problem areas show that the nore problem 
areas for institutionalised boys are *My Home &. Family* ^Aboiit Myself* ,, 
and *hly School*, IJliile for non-^institut.lonalized boys these are 'Acfter 
School* and 'Getting along vrith Others*.

It has been found 'lelpful if parents ahd 
children iio^ie one night together every o.-eek, if the evening is spent at 
home, and if the entire family engages as a group in some kind of comauna 
constructive, and pleasurable activity.
